When  tbe  lurnoce  is 
r&tiiav  A*  a  vary  |w*  ram.  or  sirs  the 
atmosphere  ia  very  bumid,  this  will  become 
unnecessary. 

Cold  sir  should  always  bs  suppliad  to  a 
lurnoce  from  out  of  doors.  It  ui  great 
Lull  with  most  il  ant  ail  yuf-tuA*  furnaces 
(hat  the  air  supply  comes  from  the  cellar, 
and  is  more  or  leas  loaded  with  coal-dust 
and  ashes,  and  olun  with  unwhuleaotue 
gases. 

There  is  notbiag  whatever  to  be  said  in 
lavoruf  stoves  and  ranges  with  heater  at¬ 
tachments.  They  are  all  exceedingly  faul¬ 
ty  in  co  isiructioo,  and  should  uot  be  toler¬ 
ated  iu  any  bouse. 

Every  room  in  a  house  should  be  sup¬ 
plied  wiih  a  thermometer,  winch  should 
not  be  allowed  to  indicate  a  higher  tem¬ 
perature  than  70*  When  plants  do  not 
flourish  in  a  hous*  it  is  an  indication  that 
the  air  is  too  dry,  or  that  it  contain*  coal 
gas.  The  habit  of  standing  over  an  open 
register  is  suicidal.
